Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is for a disk apparatus. 

• Claim 1 specifies a disk apparatus which requires: 

". . .a second tray guide for guiding the media tray in a second direction that is parallel 
with the surface of the first disk and the surface of the second disk and parallel with the 
straight line connecting the center of rotation of the first disk rotating mechanism and the 
center of rotation of the second disk rotating mechanism; a first tray driving mechanism 
for moving the media tray in the first direction; and a second tray driving mechanism for 
moving the media tray in the second direction; wherein the first optical head and the 
second optical head are disposed on the same side with respect to a plane including a 
surface of a disk mounted on the media tray . "
